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[57] ABSTRACT 

A cartridge for housing a recording medium therein. The 
cartridge includes a cartridge body configured such that a 
signal recording apparatus can record a signal onto the 
recording medium when the cartridge is loaded in the signal 
recording apparatus. The cartridge also includes an opening 
in the cartridge body for removing the recording medium 
from the cartridge body, and a cover covering the opening. 
An indicator on the cartridge body indicates whether the 
cover has ever been opened or removed from the cartridge 
body. 
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
